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l. Summary:

Thisjoint resolution gpportions Horida into 40 single-member contiguous and consecutively
numbered Senate didtricts. The joint resolution expresses legidative intent to apportion the
Florida House of Representatives.

Present Situation:

The Horida Congtitution requires the Legidature, by joint resolution, to regpportion the sate into
not less than 30 nor more than 40 consecutively numbered senatoriad didtricts, and into not less
than 80 nor more than 120 consecutively numbered state representative digtricts. Under the State
Condtitution, regpportionment shal occur in the second year after each federd decennia census.
Legidaive digricts must be of contiguous, overlapping or of identicd territory. [Art. [11, s. 16,
Fla Congt.] Floridais currently divided into 40 Senate and 120 House single-member didtricts,
implemented as aresult of the legidative redigricting accomplished in Senate Joint Resolution
2-G in 1992.

The 2000 census reveded that Florida' s population growth during the 1990's requires thet the
population of each legidative didtrict be adjusted to correct population differences among
legidative didtricts that have occurred since 1992. Under the 2000 census, the target population
per sngle-member digtrict for a 40-seat Senate is 399,559, and 133,186 per single-member
digtrict for a 120-seat House. Currently, the Senate digtrict in Horidawith the largest population
has 518,416 persons, and the Senate district with the smallest population has 330,621 persons.
The House digtrict in Florida with the largest population has 231,542 persons, and the House
digrict with the smallest population has 103,428 persons.
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Effect of Proposed Changes:

CS/SIR 580 divides Florida into 40 single-member contiguous and consecutively numbered
senatorid didricts. A more detailed analysis of these digtricts can be found in the packet of

datigtics entitled, Proposed Senate Districts Plan S17S0009 by Sen. Laurent, attached to this
daff andyss.

The joint resolution has arange of population (tota deviation from target) of 713 persons, or
0.2%, datewide. The largest population of a senatorid district under CSYSIR 580 is 399,950
persons, the smallest population of a senatorid didtrict is 399,237 persons.

Thisjoint resolution presents a senate-redigricting plan only; legidative intent language provides
for the gpportionment of the Florida House of Representetives.
